housing Alberta will move 
ahead with its lofty $ 3.3- 
billion homelessness strat¬ 
egy, but it warned housing 
agencies not to expect all 
of the cash for needed 
projects over the next fis¬ 
cal year. 

Premier Ed Stelmach 
says the 10-year plan to 
end homelessness in the 
province is a priority of 
the government’s since 
the issue is costing 
millions to “taxpayers.” 

“You’ll find the budget 
will reflect the priorities 
that we’ve established,” 
said Stelmach to reporters 
yesterday. “We’re going to 
continue to invest in those 
priorities.” 

The province’s plan will 
include 8,000 new housing 
units across the province 
that will hover around 
$1.3 billion, while operat¬ 
ing costs for the units will 
cost $2.1 billion over the 
next 10 years. 

Stelmach said the plan 
is a priority, but wouldn’t 
say how much would be 
committed when the 
budget is tabled April 7. 

“This is our number 1 
priority,” said Stelmach. 

“.. .There is an immense 
cost to the taxpayer.” 

The plan also calls for a 
provincewide Internet sys¬ 
tem that tracks 
information about home¬ 
less people and less red 
tape for those individuals 
who are trying to access 
government programs.

When police freed Dreyfus 
from the sweltering heat 
of a locked vehicle, the 15- 
year-old golden retriever 
lay helpless in a pool of his 
own urine, too exhausted 
to walk. 

Yesterday, his owner was 
convicted of causing an an¬ 
imal distress for the June 
2006 incident, which near¬ 
ly took the dog’s life. 


“He was in bad shape — 
if he was left in longer, he 
could have suffered heat 
stroke and died,” said Ed¬ 
monton Humane Society 
spokeswoman Shawna 
Randolph. 

As the mercury rises in 
the summer, so do com¬ 
plaints of animals trapped 
in hot cars. When Dreyfus 
was found on the 21-de¬ 
gree afternoon, a window 
had been left open a crack, 
and his owner had been 
gone for 2Z hours running 


errands. 

Frantic bystanders called 
police, who freed the debil¬ 
itated animal. He was tak¬ 
en to the shelter, where he 
was treated, and released 
back to his owner after 
two days of recovery. 

The conviction is bitter¬ 
sweet for officials, who say 
it will inspire animal pro¬ 
tection officers to become 
more liberal with charges. 

“This is a precedent-set- 
ting case,” Randolph said. 

Since the original 


charges were laid, the Hu¬ 
mane Society hasn’t filed 
any others for similar inci¬ 
dents. No pets have been 
found in a situation as dire 
and dangerous as Dreyfus’. 

Officers respond to 
about 20 calls a month in 
the summer, from by¬ 
standers who find pets 
trapped inside vehicles. 

Gregory McMeelcin of 
Hay River, NWT, was fined 
$1,500 for the crime. He 
could not be reached for 
comment yesterday.

Those lucky enough to be 
part of the elite 1,500 who 
purchased an invitation- 
only $400 seat to hear 
George W. Bush’s speech 
in Calgary yesterday 
thought the former 
president spoke honestly 
and from the heart. 

While Bush kicked off 
his unofficial image reha¬ 
bilitation tour inside the 
Telus Convention Centre, 
about 300 protesters gath¬ 
ered outside with signs and 
chants. Some tried to in¬ 
timidate the speech-goers 
waiting in line by chanting, 
“You should be ashamed.” 

“It’s just a small percent¬ 
age of people who protest,” 
said Wes Reinheller, who 
attended Bush’s speech. 
“On the flip side, I see a 
lineup here that’s half a 
mile long — and this is 
where it’s at. I’m here in 
support of what he’s done 
for the past eight years.” 

Police arrested four pro¬ 
testers at the event for vari¬ 
ous charges, including vio¬ 
lations of a public behav¬ 
iour bylaw and breaching 
the peace. In total, 79 po¬ 


lice officers, RCMP and 
members of the Secret 
Service ensured Bush had a 
safe visit to Calgary, accord¬ 
ing to Duty Insp. Rob 
Williams. 

Though the protest was 
rowdy, the impassioned 
crowd was generally peace¬ 
ful. 

“We are showing Bush 
he’s not welcome in Cal¬ 


gary. When I see this many 
wealthy Calgarians lined 
up to see Bush, it’s disap¬ 
pointing,” said protester 
Roberts Scobel. 

The main topics Bush 
covered in his speech were 
the economy, Canada-U.S. 
relations and life after the 
presidency. 

“I was really impressed,” 
Peter Fuerbringer said after 


hearing the speech. “I did¬ 
n’t know exactly what to 
expect — he is tremen¬ 
dously charismatic. He’s 
able to laugh at himself, 
and he didn’t pull any 
punches either. He spoke 
from the heart, and you re¬ 
ally got a sense for the per¬ 
son he is. Love him, hate 
him, don’t really care — it 
didn’t matter.”

Car crashes a top killer: Expert

Traffic collisions in Canada 
claim the lives of people 
under the age of 35 more 
than any diagnosed 
disease — a reason why 
decision-makers must pay 
more attention to fix the 
problem, says an 
American traffic expert. 


Deborah Girasek, an as¬ 
sociate professor at the 
Uniformed Services Uni¬ 
versity of Health and Sci¬ 
ences in Maryland, said 
deaths from collisions re¬ 
ceive little attention and 
fewer resources compared 
to other public health 
problems. 

“This is a big problem 
and you wouldn’t think it 
with how our society is set 


up,” said Girasek before 
her address to dozens of 
traffic experts at Edmon¬ 
ton’s International Confer¬ 
ence on Urban Traffic Safe¬ 
ty. 

Girasek said government 
leaders often focus too 
much on further punish¬ 
ing “guilty” drivers in cre¬ 
ating laws to prevent colli¬ 
sions and current aware¬ 
ness campaigns to remind 


motorists about bad driv¬ 
ing because it lacks “any 
scientific foundation.” 

“Most drivers think they 
are above-average drivers, 
and there’s a lot of data to 
suggest that... but the safe¬ 
ty campaigns target bad 
drivers,” said Girasek. 

Girasek praised a few 
campaigns in Edmonton, 
including its fatality sign 
campaign.

Crash kills three Canadians 

Truck collides with tourist bus, police say truck driver was drunk

Three Canadians, seven 
Americans and a Mexican 
bus driver are dead after 
their bus was hit by a truck

tourists when a cargo 
truck swerved into its 
lane Monday and 
slammed into it head on, 
said an official from the 
civil protection agency. 
The crash occurred about 
50 kilometres from Saltil¬ 
lo in the state of Coahuila. 

Seventeen more were 
injured, some of them in 
serious condition, the offi¬ 
cial said. 

The three Canadians to 
perish in the crash are be¬ 
ing identified as Robert 


Lacas, 56, of Quebec City; 
Carolyn Ko wale ski, 68, of 
Caledonia, Ont.; and Mari¬ 
lyn Jackson, 67, of Van¬ 


couver. 

The bus, which had de¬ 
parted McAllen, Texas, 
was carrying tourists to 


the colonial mining town 
of Zacatecas, located in 
central Mexico.

Of the 16 passengers and 
two crew personnel, only 
one person was found alive 
and he remains in critical 
but stable condition.

Russia to boost nuclear forces 


Pope Benedict yesterday 
reaffirmed the Roman 
Catholic Church’s opposi¬ 
tion to the use of condoms 
in the fight against AIDS 
as he started a visit to 
Africa, where more than 
25 million people have 
died from the disease in 
recent decades. 

The Pope, who arrived 
to a tumultuous welcome 
in the capital of 
Cameroon, also said the 
continent’s people were 
suffering disproportion¬ 
ately due to the global 
challenges of food short¬ 
ages, financial crises and 
climate change. 

“It (AIDS) cannot be 
overcome by the distribu¬ 
tion of condoms. On the 
contrary, they increase the 
problem,” he said in re¬ 
sponse to a question about 
the Church’s widely con¬ 
tested position against the 
use of condoms. 

His words were some of 
his most explicit on the 
use of condoms to stop the

nosaur ever 
to stalk the Jurassic jungles 
of North America. 

Hesperonychus lived 75 
million years ago, weighed 
about two kilograms and 
stood about 50 centime¬ 



tres tall. He was the equiv¬ 
alent of a prehistoric 
chicken, complete with 
feathers. 

Only much nastier. 

Hesperonychus was a 
tiny, perfect relative of Ve- 
lociraptor, the ferocious 
thug featured in the Juras¬ 
sic Park movies, and came 
equipped with its cousin’s 
sharp claws and teeth. You 
wouldn’t want to run into 
a flock of these dino-mites. 

Hesperonychus was dis¬ 
covered by Canadian Nick 
Longrich, a paleontologist 
at the University of Cal- 
gaiy, who did his fieldwork 
by rummaging around in a 
drawer. 


Apparently the little di- 
no’s bones had been dug 
up in 1982, but no one 
took a close look at the lit¬ 
tle hip bone in question 
until 2007 when Longrich 
acted on a hunch. 

Previous paleontologists 
had taken a pass, believing 
it to be from a juvenile of a 
known species, but Lon¬ 
grich noted discoveries of 
small dinos in Asia, and 
wondered why no one had 
found their North Ameri¬ 
can relatives. 

Like, um, a dog with a 
bone, he deduced that it 
represented a whole new 
species. 

A very Canadian discov¬ 


ery, this. 

A four-pound prehistoric 
chicken discovered at the 
back of a drawer in a uni¬ 
versity lab. 

What’s so important 
about this fierce, but fortu¬ 
nately extinct little beast? 

Well, it begins to paint a 
more complete picture of 
the Jurassic ecology; it tells 
us more about the ances¬ 
tors of our feathered 
friends, and it reminds us 
that big things come in 
small packages. 

Longrich himself sees an 
object lesson — Hesper¬ 
onychus avoided detec¬ 
tion, even if it was right 
under our noses all this 


time, because of some¬ 
thing he calls “collecting 
bias” — paleontologists are 
human too, so they spend 
most of their time looking 
for T-Rex and have a ten¬ 
dency to ignore such tiny 
treasures. 

It takes a Canadian sensi¬ 
bility, I guess, to think 
small enough. 

I hate to end this on a de¬ 
pressing note, but of 
course this discovery has 
prompted the people who 
learned their natural histo¬ 
ry studying the Flint- 
stones, to state with con¬ 
viction that Hesperony¬ 
chus could not be 75 mil¬ 
lion years old, because as 



any idiot 
knows God 
created 

the world only 6013 ' 
years ago, and it 
took him seven days to do 
it. 

It’s hard to believe that 
such stupidity and lucidity 
can co-exist at the same 
time in the same nation, 
but that’s evolution for 
you. 

I remain confident that 
natural selection will take 
care of the former, and ad¬ 
vance the latter.

Loans linked to looks? 

Trustworthy appearance key to borrowing: Study 


A credit score can tell a 
lender a lot about a 
prospective borrower, but 
so can the borrower’s 
looks, a new study says. 

People who are per¬ 
ceived to be trustworthy 
are more likely to have a 
higher credit score and pay 
lower interest rates on 
loans, and are less likely to 
default, according to the 
study by Rice University in 
Houston, Texas. 


Even when hard facts 
such as credit scores are 
available, people rely on 
an assessment of trustwor¬ 
thiness to decide whether 
to make a loan. 

Researchers studied 
members of Prosper.com, 
an online lending site 
where people looking for 
loans are matched up with 
individual lenders. 

A team of 25 people was 
hired to rate the Pros- 


per.com loan applicants’ 
trustworthiness on a scale 
of one to five using only 
the photographs of the 
borrowers. 

Those judged to be trust¬ 
worthy by the team were 
more likely to get a loan 
from Prosper.com lenders 
and tended to have a credit 
score about 20 points high¬ 
er than those determined 
to be untrustworthy, the 
researchers found, reuters

Honda Insight Hybrid takes the next giant step in environmentally-friendly vehicles

Smaller than a Honda 
Civic, the Insight five-door 
hatchback seats five adults, 
has a flat cargo floor with 
the back seat folded and 
can travel up to 640 kilome¬ 
tre on one 40-litre tank of 
gas. 

The Insight doesn’t go on 
sale until Earth Day (April

t was a dark and stormy 
night. It was raining so 
hard everyone had to 
have their wipers on at 
top speed — even the 
pedestrians. 

It was already hard to spot 
the potholes, but now that 
they were full of water, you 
couldn’t tell what was just a 
puddle and what was a 
crater. Up ahead were two 
lurking potholes. To stay in 
my lane, I had to drive 
through at least one.

But this winter Toronto 
has been in juicy freeze- 
thaw mode since mid-De¬ 
cember. 

Because the city knew a 
bumper crop was coming, it 
increased the number of 
crews on daily pothole re¬ 
pair duty to 30 or 40 from 
last year’s norm of about 15. 
A crew is made up of two or 
three workers. 

The repair process is not 
complex. 

“We do our best to sweep 
out any debris from the 
hole, then fill it in with hot 
asphalt, tamp it, then move 
on to the next one,” Currie 
said. Forty crews can usually 
fix about 2,500 potholes a 
day, which works out to 
about $25 per repair. 

So far, the city has already 
spent about $1 million to re¬ 
pair those 75,000 holes in 
2009, and figures it spent 
$6.9 million to attend to 
those 277,000 holes that 
showed up in 2008. 

If holes get really big, 
workers have to square it 
off, fill it in, and roll it. 

“That’s why we really 
want to hear from the pub¬ 
lic,” Currie said. “Because 
our obvious preference is to 
get to these potholes when 
they’re smaller.”

ourists passing 
through the streets 
of Taiwan may no¬ 
tice an unusual 
cultural phenome¬ 
non. It looks like a scene 
from Amsterdam’s Red 
Light district, with scantily- 
clad girls soliciting cus¬ 
tomers from neon-lit boxes. 
Tourists might assume 
these ladies are sex work¬ 
ers, but, here on the hazy 
streets of Taoyan, a city an 
hour outside of Taipei, the 
girls aren’t selling sex. 
They’re selling betel nut. 

Consumed throughout 
South East Asia, betel nut, 
from the fruit of the betel 
nut palm, is a mild stimu¬ 
lant similar to tobacco. 
Chewing it is a ceremonial 
tradition, and a habit asso¬ 
ciated with Taiwanese 
identity and masculinity. 
It’s common to see its 
byproducts: Red stained 
teeth and sidewalks cov¬ 
ered in gobs of scarlet spit. 

Today, many users are 
long-distance truck drivers 
looking for a quick pick- 
me-up. Though a known 
carcinogen, the highly de¬ 
manded product is sold 
along freeway on-ramps. 

To make the product 
more desirable to con¬ 
sumers, vendors employ 
young, attractive women 
known as Binlan Xi Shi or 
Betel Nut Beauties. 

They stand in provocative 
outfits at roadside booths, 
selling bags of betel nut to 
commuters. There are an 
estimated 60,000 booths, 
with thousands of girls 
working in the industry. 
They are typically 18- to 25- 
years-old, making $30,000 
to $40,000 Taiwanese new 
dollars per month (about 
$1,100 to $1,500). 



In Taoyan, tourists will spot the controversial Betel Nut Beauties 
at roadside kiosks selling the chewing tobacco-like stimulant. 


With kiosks concentrat¬ 
ed in the Taoyan area, the 
competition is fierce. The 
girls are paid based on their 
number of clients, so there 
is a financial incentive to 
dress erotically to attract 
customers. Costumed in 
pink lace teddies and leop¬ 
ard print lingerie, many of 
the girls wear more blue 
eyeshadow than fabric. 

In this relatively conser¬ 
vative country, Betel Nut 
Beauties have become a 
controversial topic. Locals 
argue that their outfits are 
too sexy, it exploits women 
and is “a plight on the Tai¬ 
wanese landscape.” Others 
chalk it up to marketing, 
likening the beauties to 
cigarette girls of the 1930s. 

Ching Jie Lee, a 22-year- 
old Betel Nut Beauty, does-

n’t understand why there’s 
such stigma surrounding 
her line of work.

When U 2 put out an 
announcement about 
their North American tour 
recently, there was one de¬ 
tail in the press release 
that stood out: $30 tickets. 

It’s a move, the band’s 
manager Paul McGuinness 
said, that was designed to 
“ensure that U2 fans can 
purchase a great priced 
ticket with a guaranteed 
great view.” 

While that’s a welcomed 
gesture from thousands of 
followers who are strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet 
during this recession, it 
could have also be a way to 
make sure the band’s tour 
will be a sold out event. 

It’s likely U2 would have 
sold plenty of tickets any¬ 
way, and many seats are ei¬ 
ther $55 or $85, but they’re 
not the only act that seems 
nervous about touring dur¬ 
ing this major economic 
downturn. 

“We’re seeing plenty of 
reaction to the economy in 
terms of pricing, from lay¬ 
away plans at the festivals 
to packaging of artists, to 
multi-tiered pricing,” 
says Billboard Maga¬ 
zine’s Ray Waddell. 

So far, however, 
touring hasn’t suf¬ 
fered. Waddell says 
this year looks “very 
solid” so far, as huge 
acts like Billy Joel, Taylor 
Swift and Niclcelbaclc are 
hitting the road. But,

some impact at some point 
from unemployment and 
fear.” 

While mainstream musi¬ 
cians such as Britney 
Spears might still bring in 
the big bucks, it’s mid¬ 
range groups and even in¬ 
die bands that could suffer. 

Michael Hershfield, CEO 
of Toronto-based peer-to- 
peer ticket brokerage LiveS- 
tub, says more and more in¬ 
dependent acts tour these 
days and that has saturated 
the market. “Because of 
that,” he says, “when con¬ 
sumers’ wallets are tight 
they’re not going to go out 
as many nights as they used 
to. So indie bands are feel¬ 
ing it.” 

“I haven’t noticed any¬ 
thing yet,” says Steven 
Himmelfarb, a Toronto 
booker who represents 
smaller acts like Tokyo Po¬ 
lice Club. “All 
the cheap¬ 
er ticket 
shows —

ly though.” 

If touring acts aren’t feel¬ 
ing the recession yet, some 
venues are. In Halifax the 
legendary Marquee Club — 
the place where Sloan got 
their start — closed down 
in January. “It has been 
vastly unprofitable,” own¬ 
er Victor Syperelc told CBC 
News late last year. 

Waddell thinks more 
venues could shutter their 
doors too. He points to 
Toad’s Place, a famous ven¬ 
ue in Virginia, as a sign 
that some clubs just can’t 
beat the recession. 

“There is no substitute 
for ‘brand equity,’ but love 
and history can’t keep the 
doors open,” he explains. 

Clubs might be at risk, 
but it’s the summer festi¬ 
val that could suffer the 
most. There’s a real chance 
that big name concerts like 
Chicago’s Lollapalooza or 
the Warped Tour could see 
sponsorship pulled as 
more companies cut back 
on marketing, and ticket 
prices aren’t cheap. 

“Festivals are the most 
nervous,” says Himmel¬ 
farb. “They’ve been cutting 
back, but because they’re 
trying to build a brand, it’s 
hard for them to a take a 
year off and just duck the 
recession.” 

Clearly, many bands will 
feel some financial frustra¬ 
tion this year, but if an 
act is really good 
they should have 
nothing to worry 
about. “When a 
band is hot, a band 
is hot,” says Him¬ 
melfarb. “And 
acts with a lot of 
buzz always do 
the best on the 
road.”

winehouse pleads not guilty Natasha’s brain injury 


people Amy Winehouse 
cracked her knuckles, ad¬ 
justed her beehive — and 
to the delight of the 20 re¬ 
porters in a London court¬ 
room — spoke clearly 
from behind a clear plastic 
shield on the stand Tues¬ 
day morning, people.com 
reports. 

Uttering only a few lines 
during a 15-minute hear¬ 
ing in the City of Westmin¬ 
ster Magistrates Court, 
Winehouse proudly pro¬ 
claimed her name as Amy 
Jade Civil — her married 
name. And, leaning for¬ 
ward to speak through a 
gap in the plastic, she 
pleaded “not guilty” when 
a charge of common as¬ 
sault against Sherene Flash 
was put to her. 

The assault is alleged to 
have happened in Septem¬ 
ber 2008 in Berkeley 
Square, London, at a high 
society ball. 


Winehouse, 25, was 
dressed in a summery flo¬ 
ral print, low-cut dress, 
which revealed her many 
tattoos and her bra strap, 
and four-inch pink stilet¬ 
tos. Asked at one point, as 
she fidgeted with her hair, 
if she was okay, she turned 
a security guard and said, 
“Me? I’m alright.” 

Watching the proceed¬ 
ings from a few feet away 
was her father Mitch and a 
minder, who had driven 
her down to the court 
from her new home in Bar- 
net, north London. District 
judge and chief magistrate 
Timothy Workman set a 
trial date of July 23 and 
Winehouse was remanded 
on bail.
